\ \ A-HI.xGToN, Jan u ary 21*t.—Several voars 
azo the Comn-.isaioner of the G eneral L and 
Office rendered a decision in a case which 
arose io Florida, holding th at laud* «ranted 
to S ta t s which feil in the lim its of railroad 
«rants, should be double m inim um ; th at is, 
where exchanged fur other lands, railroad 
laud should be considered w orth two to one. 
W heie the sixteenth an J thirty-sixth sections 
of «rants to any State have fallen w ithin the 
railioad grants, the Commissioner has always 
be'.d since th a t the S tate was obliged to ex­ 
change two acres if land for one of railroad 
land. 
In California this decision has taken 
from the S tate at least 25,000 acres granted 
by A cts of Congress in support of public 
schools, and m auy law yers have held th a t if 
a test case could be takeu to the Secretary of 
the Interior, he would reverse the former 
practice. 
Surveyor-G eneral W illey, in an in­ 
terview with the Commissioner cf the G en­ 
eral L and Office to-day, a-k e i for a deci-ion 
on several California cases, and was told th at 
no decision had ever been w ritten, but th at 
all such cases were adjudicated on the prece­ 
dent set in the F lorida cases. G eneral W illey 
requested the reasons for the decision, and 
M r. Cammnn, A ssistant A ttorney-G eneral 
for the D epartm ent of the Interior, told him 
th a t he would look into the m atter, aud ad­ 
vise the Commissioner as to his duty in the 
premises. 
G eneral W illey thinks there is no 
reasonable ground on which to base such a 
ruling as has been heretofore m ade, and be­ 
lieves th a t if th e Commissioner will tak e the 
m atter np, he w ill reverse the form er prac­ 
tice. 
In such an event, California would be 
entitled to list about 25,000 acres cf public 
land, in com pensation cf the past double 
m inim um pre-em ptory.

T hey have caused 
vast expenditures, ruin, terror am i Desola­ 
tion. 
To effect even partial restoration to 
lands, stream s and navigation w ill require 
vast sums in the future. 
B u t 1 believe, 
aud 
all 
w ith 
whom 1 
have 
conversed 
see n convinced, aud we fondly hope th at, 
vvi:h the steppage of hydraulic luiciug, a 
new aud im portant era iu the near future 
will daw n upon California, and witness a t 
least the beginning of restoration— the once 
crystal w aters to purity, the stream s to navi­ 
gation, etc. 
The good results of hydraulic m ining do 
not wholly or even chiefly consist of the gold 
produced. 
Vastly more gold w ill y et he ex­ 
tracted tri m these same m ines by other pro­ 
cesses. 
N or do they consist in having given 
em ploym ent to labor, for the other processes 
will em ploy v astly more labor. 
B ut thie is 
the good th a t hyoraulic m iring has done : 
I t 
ha* taught us Low to make ditches, to divert 
w ater courses, span chasm s w ith aqueducts, 
overean ing obstacles seemingly insurm ount­ 
able. 
Irrigation is the natural successor to hy­ 
draulic Uiiuing, and im portant beyond com ­ 
putation. 
W ithout i t wc can never know or 
have any conception of California’s produc­ 
tive capaci y. 
B y showing* th a t w aters can 
be conducted alm ost everyw here, hydraulic 
m ining has unvyitticgly solved a m ost im ­ 
p o rtant feature in the problem of irrigation. 
I take it fcr granted th a t m any have seen 
the rem arkable adaptability of tbe w estern 
slope of the Sierra N evada to fru it cult­ 
ure, especially th a t vast belt reachii g np to 
an altitude of 
say three 
thousand feet. 
The w ater already 11 owing in artificial 
channel* on th a t belt has m ade th e transition 
from m ining to cultivation not only possible, 
b ut easy and invilm g. 
In such eh*nge there 
m ay be cases of h ard sh ip ; 
b u t these will 
scarcely be more severe or frequent than the 
failure of mines. 
There is no hum an em ploy­ 
m ent uot subject to losses or interruptions. 
W e have the best G overnm ent in the world. 
F or every real wrong there should be a rem ­ 
edy. 
L et u* be wise. 
A re we iq u al to the 
occasion ? 
I believe we are. 
L et us the» ac­ 
cept the inevitable, w ithout boasting, w ithout 
recrim ination, w ithout despondency. 
Our m arkets wiil increase w ith our cultiva­

they have bruised, battered, maimed and 
wounded their fellow men in the prize 
ring.

defending his hody, or how best to make 
an assault when the necessity arises fcr it. 
l ’ugilism is the art of aelf defense run to 
rio t; it is the perversion and prostitution 
of a good thing ; it is the debasement of 
muscular development and the shame of 
manual dexterity. 
Such art of self-de­ 
fense as these m ountebank heaters of hu- 
m in countenances exhibit is in the interest 
of the had against the good. 
It enables 
rascals to ride rough shod over right by 
the power tf the strong arm ; it gives the 
garrot; r an advantage ovf r Ids victim ; it 
euah'es the hoodlum to impose upon the 
peaceable; it arms vice against virtue. 
W ti ate ver there is in the art of self-defense 
worth acquiring is taught properly in the 
gymnasiums, and in some of the educational

sugar, N orth Carolina on everything but 
rice, Virginia and a few other States on 
everything but tobacco, Ohio on every­ 
thing but wool, and the States further 
west on everything but hogs, concerning 
which they are just now crying for retal­ 
iating measures against France and G er­ 
m any for excluding their products.

high protectionists in the Senate voted 
against the treaty because it tends toward 
free trade, and the free traders because it 
was aimed at raw m aterial produced in 
their special localities.”

trem e protectionists. we think, “ overshot 
the m ark,” for in seeking to protect a few 
they really, by opposing Mexican

and th at end is to itim ulate and encourage 
our exports. 
W nen, therefore, the pro­ 
tectionists declare th at reciprocity injures 
home industries, they literally say there 
shall not be free export, in order th at pro- 
tscted industries may tax the people. For, 
if we secure free export by adm itting the 
country w ith which we hold a convention 
to a like privilege, we foster the scheme of 
the Constitution. 
T hat instrum ent for­ 
bids the levy of taxes on articles of rxport, 
and non-reciprocity in fact compels us to 
lose on our exports am ounting to an export 
tax. 
Says Ferry, in his recent admirable 
work on political economy : The C onstitu­ 
tion lim its the power of Congress to tax 
the people to the sole purpose of getting 
money ; by which we are to understand 
th at it is to get money for the whole 
U nited States, mat lay taxes ta enable 
a few to get money from the many or the 
many from the few. 
So the conclusion is 
reached logically th at a tax on foreign 
goods which prevents ns from getting 
money by reason of a high rate, raises the 
price of the domestic product, and beiug 
thus a direct act of taxation, is unjust and 
unconstitutional. 
W cbtter, in his cele­ 
brated speech against Hayue, it will he. re­ 
membered, declared th at “ the authority 
of Congress to exercise revenue power with 
direct reference to the protection of m anu­ 
factures, is a questionable 
authority.” 
W ith a vast surplus revenue, it is all the 
more questionable w hether a tax can be 
levied on cue class to protect another, be­ 
cause the getting of the money is not for 
the end contem plated by the scheme of our 
Governm ent, to wit, the support of the 
Government.

W hat then shall 
we say to those who oppose reciprocity ? 
Simply th at you are levying indirectly 
upon the people aa export tax, since, as we 
have said, our trade, except through reci­ 
procity, cannot have free export, as con­ 
tem plated by the Constitution.

infliction of non-reciprocity and the bar to 
trade, the country will not long subm it 
and the present defeat will not be final.
